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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out his invention. 

Claims 39-43 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Specification (section 083) disclose that "contacts 915 arranged in a ball grid anray" Electrical 
contacts 915 are, as it follows from Fig. 9a, not necessarily should be ball grid contact . They 
could be, for example contact pads or "any suitable connector" (Specification, p. 1 1). The 
original specification does not present a description of balls being a portion of the adapter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 34-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Baltz et al. 
With regard to claim 34 Baltz et al (US 6,469,906) disclose a transceiver adapter 
comprising: 
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a substrate (102), including first electrical contacts ( contacts communicating with 
409; col. 3, lines 62-65) thereon for electrically contacting a transceiver; and 

second electrical contacts (104) along at least one edge of said substrate for 
electrically contacting a printed wire assembly. 

With regard to claim 35, Baltz et al disclose that said second electrical contacts are finger- 
shaped 

With regard to claim 36, Baltz et al disclose that said first electrical contacts are on a first 
side of said substrate and wherein said second electrical contacts are on a second side of 
said substrate. 

With regard to claim 37, Baltz et al disclose that said second electrical contacts are arranged 
in a linear array. 

Claims 34-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as.being anticipated by Hussain et al. 
With regard to claim 34 Hussain et al (US 6,344,684) disclose a transceiver adapter (16) 
comprising: 

a substrate (16), including first electrical contacts (20) thereon for electrically 
contacting a transceiver (14); and 

second electrical contacts (28) along at least one edge of said substrate for 
electrically contacting a printed wire assembly. 

With regard to.claims 35, 40, Hussain et al disclose that said second electrical contacts are 
finger-shaped. 

With regard to claims 36, 41 , Hussain et al disclose that said first electrical contacts are on a 
first side of said substrate and wherein said second electrical contacts are on a second 
side of said substrate. 
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With regard to claims 37, 42. Hussain et a! disclose that said second electrical contacts are 
arranged In a linear array. 

With regard to claims 38, 43. Hussain et al disclose (Fig. 4) that said second electrical contacts 
are along at least two edges of said substrate. 

With regard to claim 39, Hussain et al disclose (Fig. 4) that said first electrical contacts are a 
ball grid array.
